THE ORBGON SAFE. 

. Sha la Probably Mow m Part of Admiral 
Sauipsoa'a Plaet. 

Washington, May 19. — Secretary 
Liaii|g gar* out the welcome Infonna- 
tiop th«t tb» battleship Oregon, the 
•econd largest craft In the American 
navy, had succebufully completed her 
long trip from San Francisco, making 
the entire circuit of Pouth Aiaericft, 
Uid was now safe. 

The rigid secrecy of the navy de- 
par^Biient wa» relaxed only enough to 
v^fiff9 )inown that the Oregon was out 
Ait baan'i way from a concerted attack 
on thii one ship by the whole Spanish 
squadron now in southern waters, and 
that her fighting strength would be 
added to Admiral Sampson's force. 

Before leaving Bahia Captain Clark 
9t the Oregra was warned to keep a 
(ilose lookout for the Spanish fleet In 
reply Captain Clark exprecsed his con- 
fidence on being able to hold hia own 
single-handed with the Oregon gjpUnat 
all the Spanish cruiser*. 
* The <mly apprehension he felt was 
H to the torpedo boats under the 
Spanish admiral's command, for these 
are a new and practically unknown 
element against the modern, battle- 
ihip, and Captain Clulc. while confi- 
dent of holding out against these also,

Prledrlchsruhe, May 19.— Prince Bis- 
marck condemns the Hispano-Amer- 
ican war outright, and saya it la due 
to systematic American provocation, 
which finally became unbearable. He 
adds: 

"The whole course of the Washing- 
ton administration has been Insincere. 

"The result of the war can not be 
wholesome either to America or Eu- 
rope. The United States will be forced 
to adopt an intermeddling policy, lead- 
ing to unavoidable frictions. 

"Closer Anglo-American relations 
are flojibtles feasible, but an alliance 
la improbable aad ^naorTloeablo to 
both. 

"Germany's duty plainly Is to main- 
tain her interests by carefully nursing 
the good neighborship of the European 
nations."

Washington, May 10.— Senhor Sal- 
vador De Mendonca, who has repre- 
sented Brasil in Washington la the 
capacity of minister since lS9t. pre- 
seated bis letters of recall, prepara- 
tory to being transferred to Lisbon. 
PortugaL 

The ceremony, which is In many 
cases little laoie than an idle form, 
was in this case remarkable from the 
magnlflceat tribute paid to our great 
republic by Senhor Mendonca, who, 
having occupied tbe post of consul 
general of Brazil at New York for 
many years preceding bis acceslon to 
the ministry, has had more abundant 
opportunity for Just criticism than 
follows to most diplomatic represen- 
tativea. The minister said: 

Mr. President — I have the honor to 

filace In your hands the revocatory 
etter by which the president of the 
United States of Brazil terminates my 
mission to the government of the 
United States of America. 

Hoping that your excellency may 
concur in the belief expressed by my 
government that I have, In fulfillment 
of its instructions, discharged the du- 
ties of my nission In an agreeable 
manner to your government, and add- 
ing to the ^-..xpi tssion of the best 
wishes of 1 >e pieoident of Brazil for 
your happiness and for the prosperity 
of your country my perswaai good 
wishes, I might coosider closed my 
official address. 

But trieads do not part la the aof- 
emn hour in whkh the nation Is called 
to arras with diplomatic forms merely. 
Moreover, my debt of gratitude to your 
people and government for the treat- 
ment which 1 have received at your 
hands during a residence of almost a 
quarter of a century is bo great that 
I Can not take my leave without ex- 
pressing to the first citizen of this 
mighty republic my heartfelt appre- 
ciation of your benevolence toward a 
student of your institutions and an 
admirer of the high character of your 
nation. 

Opening your country since the co- 
lonial times as a land of refuge, and 
establishing your commonwealth on 
the solid foundation of the freedom 
of conscience: giving to the world the 
principles of th" IiTlaration of Ind^ 
pendence; aflirming by the consolida- 
tion of the Uuion and by the abolition 
of slavery that this continent was 
tlMBoeforth consecrgted to liberty, 
your people have come to the front 
rank as a powerful factor of modern 
civilization. 

Fearless before the strong, magnan- 
imous toward the feelile, derply cou- 
vinced that justice and right are the 
cornerstones of the state, and fairness 
the measure of international dealings; 
industrloua Intelligent, law-abiding 
and peace-loving, your nation can 
well be proud of its achievements, and 
no one has had a oetter opportunity 
than I to satisfy himself, by a careful 
observation of men and laws, of your 
steady advancement and progress. 

I have seen your country in lis 
days of Joy and sorrow. I saw, at the 
celebration of tbe centenary of your 
independence, the past-rciist^r in the 
art of war open the gn rit fair of the 
arts of peace and reveal to the world 
the douplo greatness of the nation 
which la l<r years had transformed 
swords and guns into implements of 
industry. 

I saw the great hero laid to rest In 
the heart of your great metropolis, 
amid the mourning of your wnole laud 
and witnessed his apo'heci&i-- <elebrat- 
ed by th*" voice of the entire i.'iiion. T 
saw the chief magistrate of tho nation 
felled by an aits>assin's hand, and ob- 
served the republic continue Arm ani 
serene under the empire of the law. In 
Its Joy or sorrow the nation did pot 
depart a moment from the confidence 
In Its high iesfiny. 

I have visited the different regions 
of your broad laud: I know the active 
rn» n of the eiiat. the open-hearted in- 
hahitiints lif the wt at and tbe chival- 
rous southe-ner. It has been my for- 
tune to meei the statesman, the scien- 
tist, the aVtlst, the manufacturer, tbe 
farmer and the workman. Their com- 
mon ideal is the honor and greatness 
of their country. 

I have trod the hardest paths of the 
land which lead to sacred places — 
Mount Vernon, where tbe founder 
lies; Hollywood, where Monroe rests; 
Oak Hill, where Blaine reposes. I 
have listened to the voices of the wind 
passing through the branches of the 
oaks which cast their shade over their 
tombs, 4nd learned the secret of your 
greatness, May joiup be an inspiring 
example to the IfBoie eDnunent 

It has beea my aspiration before 
leaving your country to sit again at 
a table around which all the American 
republics would re-enact, on a moie 
solid basis, tbe aKreement outiined by 
the unratified treaty of April 2«, 1880, 
distributing the responsibilities of the 
poiicy of Monroe, by the members of 
the conuDiv^t, ss it is .due to their s(ty- 




laDiishment of an American diet, high 
court of the laterpaUoaal affairs of 

our continent 

Wherever the duty to my beloved 
country will call me, I can assure you 

that my heart and sympathy will be 
with your noble people and with the 

standard bearer of tne American re- 
pnhlic which Is advancing the out- 
posts of human freedom into the last 
entrenchiiient-^ of tbe past. 
The president replied as follows: 

Mr. Minister — Recalling your many 
years of efficient and friendly repre- 
sentation at this capital, and mindful 
of the agreeable associations which 
you have .forsaed ^wlth the officers of 
this government (a the fullUment of 
your honorable mission, I can not but 
fSel regret ttutt your transfer to an- 
other poet tArmlntes the personal re- 
lations you have so acceptably main- 
tained with this government and with 
the people of thia country; alttiough 
I mast at the same time congratulate 
you on the further proof of confidence 
In your ability and zeal which your 
own government has given you in as- 
signing you to another important mis- 
sion. 

The elOQuent words jron have ad- 
dressed to me show that your lopg 
sojourn In this country aad your aiany 

opportunities of observation and ot 
intercourse with our people have im- 
bued you with a clear perception, 
alike of the historical and moral ori- 
gins of our political and intellectual 
system, and of the high purposes 
which have ever inspired our com- 
monwealth in Its relations with 
the other communities of the earth, 
whether they be our neighbors or our 
distant frlen«Is; our coadjutors or our 
generous rivals in the paths of indus- 
try and commerce, or whether allied 
to us by ties of blood and similarity 
of constitutional forms or divided by 
differences of race and governmental 
structure. 

For nearly a quarter of a century 
you have dwelt among us, a spectator 
of our' domestic development and an 
interested btudent of the great social 
and political problems which have so 
seriously confronted all nations dur- 
ing these closing years of the world's 
most eventful century, and frora 
■>v!ii( h the United States, whilst stead- 
ily keeping to their own self-appoint- 
ed path, have not been exempt. 

HoT.ever sore the passing trial, or 
hard the problem of the hour, you 
have seen It met by the calm reason 
and hearty fortitude of our people, 
furnishing additional evidence of the 
wisdom of those who founded the re- 
public on the Immutable bases of 
union, Ju«itl( e, self-control and charity 
toward ail. 

I wish for you, Mr. Minister, all per- 
sonal happiness in your new held of 
useful duty. May the memories you 
take with you of the friendship and 
esteem you have won here be matched 
by those which lis before you in an- 
other land. 

In thus bidding you farewell I ask 
you to be the messenger of the earn- 
est, fraternrl proetinijs of this govern- 
mOii. and p' i ple to brazil and Its cltl- 
2fnL=, and ct their Uust thnt they may 
long reap the fruits of tht'ir devotion 
to the cHU-^e of self-government and 
the hlessioRs of peace, advancement 
and plenty laay ever be their lot; and 
1 beg you io assure the president cf 
the republic of my cordial wirties for 
his personal welfare^

Just south of Ma- 
loy VVint Wort hington's houi^e was de- 
molished and an old lady, name not 
learned, was badly hurt.

^e matter of feea was referred to and it 
is 11 )t at all nnlikely that there will be 
some trouble over tbe division of the 
16,000 attorneys' feea whkh was ayewed 
by the court last January. 

The court stated that only one fee 
woold be allowed the assignees tot ser- 
vices of an attorney and that the as- 
signees would be tbe jiersons with whom 
the attorneys should settle.

THE CROP OUTLOOK. 



Weather Coaditiais Have Beei FavonMe 

•f LatP-Wt't>kly Keport of the Ken- 
tacky lliniate and Crop 
Service. 



I For Week Kudiiis May 16.) 

Weather conditions of the past week 
were more favorable to farming than 
were those of any previous entire week 

of this season, cspt cially in western and 
central sections. Light to moderate local 
showers occurred nearly every day, bnt 
only In portions of the eastern section 
were they heavy enough to put even a 
temporary atop to farm work. Local 
hail storms occurred in some of the 
eastern counties on the 12th, but tiot 
much damage resulted. During the 
greater part of the week tbe temperature 
was slightly lower than usual at that 
season, and light frosts occurred in many 
iocalitlso in the eastern section on the 
morning of the 0th, bnt no serious injury 
was sustaiiud. There was generally a 
fair amount of sunshine. All vegetation 
rasponded to the improvement in weath- 
er conditions, and fwm work progresaed 
proportionally. 

Western Section.— The we«k haa been 
moderately warm, with some showers 
and a fair amount of sunshine; all farm 
work has been rushed, and, while the 
rains have kept the very low bottom 
lands loo wet for planting, yet there has 
been rapid advancement in the growth 
of all crops. Corn is nearly all planted 
and is coming up well ; there is no com- 
plaint of cut-worms ; some few farmers 
are plowing over. Wheat ia growing 
finely and is bej^nning to head in many 
places. 

Only one report of army worms. Oats, 
grasses and clover are growing nicely. 
Tobacco ]ilants are plentiful and promis- 
ing. Setting's in jirogress generally, and 
in a few counties nearly completed. 
Gardens are still backward, but have im- 
proved materially in tbe past week. 
Small fruits promise a very good crop. 
Strawberries are late, very few being 
picked. Raspberries will be abundant. 
Thi-re is some complaint that the laiger 
fruits are falling badly. Pastures are in 
good condition and stock is thriving. 

Centra! Section. — The tenor of < orre- 
spondents' reports for the past week is 
generally encouraging. Improved weath- 
er conditions have enabled farmers to 
catch up to gome extent with backward 
work, and given an impetus to growtli of 
vegetation. Wheat continues in excel- 
lent condition ; it is heading rapidly, and 
stalk and head appear vigorous. There 
is scarcely a complaint from any part of 
this section regarding wheat; the pres- 
ent outlook foi this crop is most promis- 
ing. Corn is about all planted; only 
a small portion of some bottom lands 
bail not been planted at time reports 
Were made. It ia coming up fairly well, 
generally, and cultivation of the crop has 
begun in aome localities. It is rather 
email and growing slowly. There is some 
complaint of cut wormi, Oata nra im- 
proved. Bye, hemp and gnaaea are do- 
ing well. Young clover, especially the 
late sowed, is in fine condition ; the early 
sowed was somewhat thinned out by tbe 
freeze in April. Tobacco promises a good 
crop. Transplanting has begun in earn- 
est, though not a great many plants 
have been aet yet, on account of tbe prep- 
aration of ground having been delayed. 
This work is now being pushed. Gar- 
dena have improved, though atill back- 
ward; more complaints reganlin;.' pota- 
toes than other vegetables. I'rospecis 
for fruit not materially altered aince last 

report. 

Eastern Section. — Light showers fell 
frequently during the week, improving 
crop conditions iu a few localities, where 
rain was needed, but, generally speaking, 
tbe advancement of all soil products was 
retarded by this moderate inereaae of 
moistura. Farmen have not yet finished 
planting, and some plowing remains to 
be done, but moist and soft condition of 
the soil randen thta work impracticable. 
Besides, the niiibfs were especially cool 
for the season, and as generally cloudy 
weather pravalled during the days, what 
little growth crops did make is not re- 
garded vigorous. Hence there is general 
complaint of unfavorable meteorological 
conditions, such as have prevailed since 
the beginning of tbe season, which will
